Cannot Pay Full Wage 
For 


Less Than Eight Hours. 


Mackinac island, Mich., Sept. 14.— 
Samuel O. Dunn, of Chicago, who is 
editor of a railroad magazine, and who 
acted in an advisory capacity to the 
railroad presidents in the negotiations 
which 
preceded the passage of the 
Adamson law, suggested in a spce b 
h ere tha t the eight-hour law may prove 
a boomerang to th e brotherhoods. 
He ass* rted that the law fixes an 
eight-hour pay day and not an eignt- 
hour work day. 
Mr. Dunn's rem a rk s w ere addressed 
to delegates to the convention of the 
Railway Mgnal Association. 
He de­ 
clared: 
“it is certain that under thfedlaw, if 
it should be upheld, the railways would 
have to pay a day's wage tor eight 
hours work, but is it not equally ob­ 
vious that the law prohibits them from 
paying any employe in the train serv­ 
ice a day’s wage before he has done 
at least eight hours' work? 
It says 
eight hours, no more and no less, shall 
he the standard. 
It would appear, 
therefore, that under this provision, if 
the railways should pay any employe 
a day s wage for 
less 
tharu, eight 
hours' work. they would viomt* the

•’Many trainmen in passenger serv­
